ROME,  Aug.  9. — The  text  of  the  ofll- 
clal atatement  in  which  waa  announced 
today  the  fact  that  Italian  troopa  had 
got  into  Oorlala  foUowa: 

"This  morning  our  troopa  entered  the 
town  of  Oorlala. 

"TeaterdAy  morning  in  Vthe  Qorisia 
ftrea,  after  Intenae  artillery  prep«ra- 
tlon,  our  Infantry  completed  occupa- 
tion ef  the  belghta  weat  of  the  town, 
driving  out  the  last  remaining  lioatile 
det  achmenta.  Tranobes  and  dugouta 
were  found  full  of  the  bodiea  of  Aua- 
trian  aoldiera.  The  enemy,  completely 
routed,  had  left  large  quaatMta  of 
Arma,  ammunition  and  material. 

"At  nightfall  deUchnenU  of  th« 
Caoala  and  Pavla  brigadea  eroaaed  the 
laoMo  and  oonaolldated  themaelvea  on 
the  left  bank.  A  column  of  cavalry  and 
beraagllerl  cycliata  promptly  'iiunched 
a  purault  of  the  enemy  beyond  the 
river,  -  in  tha  meantime  our  englneera 
were  throwing  new  hridgea  aeroaa  the 
river  and  repairing  the  damage  done 
by  the  enemy. 

"On   the  Carao  plateau     our     troopa 
rapulaed  aeveral  counter  attacks  oa  tha 
summit  of     Mont*    tan    Iftelisto    aad   • 
oapturt4  more  trenobaa    In    the  nelgl)- 
borhoo4  otf^  the  vliu^e  of  flan  Martina. 

"Up  to  rhe  pfeaent  time  we  have 
taken  about  10,000  priaonars.

PETROQRAD,  Aug.  t.— The  text  of 
the  Russian  official  atatement  report- 
ing military  operations  In  the  Caucasus 
today  atatea:

Naval  Aeroplanes  Drop  Bombs 
on  German  Establishment 
Near  Brussels—Eight  Mis- 
siles Seen  to  Hit. 


LONDON.  Aug.  ».— Brltlab  naval 
aeroplanes  reached  the  vicinity  of 
Brussels  in  an  air  raid,  the  War  Office 
announced  today.  Bight  bombs  were 
dropped  on  the  airship  sheds  near  the 
city. 

The  announcement  aays: 

"At  daybreak  this  morning,  under  a 
heavy  Are,  an  attack  waa  carried  out 
by  naval  aeroplanea  on  enemy  airship 
sheds  at  Evere.  near  Bruasels.  The  ob- 
Jective  waa  aueceaafully  bombarded 
from  a  height  of  3.000  feet,  and  eight 
.bomba  were  observed  to  bit  the  sheds. 
Heavy  columns  of  smoke  were  seen 
to  Issue  forth.  Our  machines  returned 
safely."

"North  of  the  river  Somme  last  night 
was  marked  by  violent  counter-attacks 
on  the  part  of  the  enemy  against  po- 
aitiona  conquered  by  us  yeaterday  and 
the  day  before  north  of  tile  Hem  wood. 
These  endeavors  were  broken  by  our 
flre.  They  cost  the  Qermans  heavy 
losses  and  were  repulsed,  except  at  one 
point,  where  the  enemy  succeeded  in 
reoccupying  one  of  our  trenches.  A 
French  attack  shortly  afterward  re- 
sulted in  the  recapture  of.  the  larger 
part  of  the  lost  ground.  Our  advance 
In  the  trenches  still  occupied  by  the 
enemy  is  being  actively  continued  with 
hand  grenades. 

"Between  the  Hem  wood  and  the 
river  the  Oermana  bombarded  with 
heavy  calibre  ahells  our  new  positions, 
which  we  were  organising. 

"In  the  region  of  Chaulnes,  south  of 
the  Somme.  the  artillery  flghtlng  has 
continued  on  the  Arre  with  intensity, 
particularly  between  Llhons  and  the 
Chaulnes  railroad.  There  the  Oermans 
attacked  our  Itnea  and  at  one  point 
they  penetrated  Into  our  advanced  po- 
sitions. An  Immediate  couifter-attack 
with  the  bayonnet  drove  them  out. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  river  ' 
Meuae  there  waa  flghting  part  of  the 
night  around  the  Thiaumont  work.

LONDON,  Aug.  9.— "The  Allies  have 
been  having  a  Jolly  good  time  since  I 
saw  you  last,"  said  the  Earl  of  Derby. 
Under  Secretary  for  War,  in  meeting 
the  American  correspondents  today. 
Lord  Derby  discussed  the  present  mili- 
tary situation  frankly,  but  declined  ta 
make  any  predictions  beyond  the  asser- 
tion that  he  was  convinced  there  waa 
no  possibility  of  the  Initiative  agnln 
falling  into  the  bands  of  tbe  Oermana. 

"It  Is  not  of  any  use  coilipinng  the 
casualties  on  our  front  with  the  ground 
gained,"  continued  Lord  Derby.  "As  a 
whole,  the  problem  must  be  considered 
from  the  standpoint  of  effect  on  our 
fronts,  in  the  flrst  place,  and  in  the 
number  of  Germans  we  are  able  to  kill. 
We  have  prevented  the  sending  of  vast 
German  forces  to  the  eastern  front, 
where  the  Ruaaiana  are  making  auch 
impreaaive  progress,  while  it  is  indis- 
putable that  the  last  offensive  on  the 
Western  Front  has  relieved  the  pres- 
sure on  Verdun. 

"Tou  will  recall  that  last  year  the 
Germans,  using  their  railways  to  the 
best  advantage,  sent  reinforcements 
from  one  front  to  another  with  the  ut- 
most facility.  They  are  not  doing  this 
now,  and  will  not  be  able  to  do  It  again. 

"Every  Austrian  killed  or  captured 
must  be  replaced  with  a  Gernmn.  This 
process  cannot  go  on  forever.  They 
wUl  have  to  atop  somewhere.  We  are 
killing  many  Germans,  and  this  work 
will  eventually  end  the  war. 

"It  is  foolish  to  belittle  our  troops  by 
belittling  the  Oermans.  Although  they 
are  no  longer  the  'top  tiger,'  they  are 
still  flghtlng  like  tigers.  For  concen- 
trated fury,  nothing  In  the  war  exceed- 
ed the  flght  our  troops  had  with  the 
Brandenburgers  on  the  Somme  front. 

"While  I  have  no  more  information 
concerning  the  Russian  victory  than  I 
read  In  the  press,  I  am  convinced  that 
the  operations  are  tremendously  im- 
portant, for  you  will  notice  that  2,000 
Germans,  besides  Austrians,  have  been 
taken,  with  some  of  their  big  guns. 
Such  a  thing  does  not  happen  every  day. 

"We  are  applying  pressure  on  all 
sides,  and  will  continue  to  apply  It  until 
the  successful  conclusion  of  the  war."

IXJNDON,  Aug.  t. — ^From  aevcn  to 
ten  seppellna  took  part  in  a  raid  on  the 
east  coast  of  England  and  the  south- 
east coast  of  Scotland  early  today, 
dropping  about  160  bombs  and  causing 
33  casualties,  but  doing  no  military 
damage,  according  to  a  statement  Is- 
sued this  afternoon  by  the  War  Office. 

The  statemenf  follows: 

"The  eastern  coast  of  the  United 
Kintrdora  waa  raided  by  hoatlle  alr^ 
ablps  this  morning,  between  lt:SO  asd 
t.90  o'clock. '  The  east  and  northeast 
coast  districU  were  visited  by  raiders 
at  widely  disUnt  points.  Independent 
observers  of  the  raiders  entlmate  their 
numbers  variously  at  between  seven  and 
ten. 

Tronbled  hj  Onna 

"None  of  the  airships  ventured  more 
■  than  a  few  miles  inland  except  in  the 
'  extreme  north.  The  attacks  seem  to 
have  been  solely  directed  against  towns 
situated  on  the  coast  Indlecrlmlnata 
destruction  of  property  seems  to  have 
been  the  main  object  of  the  raid. 

"Air-craft  guns  came  into  action  of 
four  places,  and  seem  to  have  been 
successful  in  nearly  every  case  in  driv- 
ing off  the  raidera.  One  raider  waa 
puraued  aeveral  mllea  to  aea  by  one 
naval    aeroplane. 

"In  view  of  the  action  of  the  gune 
and  the  apparent  uncertainty  of  the 
movement  of  airships.  It  is  not  aur- 
prialng  that  the  enemy  failed  to  atUln 
hla  onda.  The  bomba  moatly  fell  wide 
of  the  centrea  of  population.  Excep- 
tion muat  be  made  in  the  caae  of  one 
northeaatern  town,  where  the  follow- 
ing casualtlea  have  been  reported:  One 
man  died  of  ahock;  two  women  and 
three  children  were  killed,  and  four 
men,  five  women,  and  three  children 
were  Injured,  in  another  northeaatern 
town,  one  man,  one  woman,  and  three 
boys  were  injured.  The  toUl  damage 
amounted  to  four  houees  partly  burned 
numeroua  wlndowa  broken  In  aeveral 
different  towna  and  villages,  fifty  fe<»t 
of  railway  blown  up,  one  horse  killed, 
and  aome  lesser  and  Insignificant  dam- 
age. 

"JWene  of  the  damage  was  of  the 
slightest  mlliury   ImporUnce. 

■About  100  high  explosive  bombs  and 
more  than  sixty  Incandlnry  bomb*  have 
bsen,  traced.,  The  enemy  probably  dis- 
posed of  more  bombs,  as  several  were

The  Germans  ware  sending  up 
distress  signals  to  their '  guns,  and  in 
aRticlpation  of  the  attack,  ware  fling- 
ing colored  llghta  over  to  the  British 
itnea,  ao  aa  to  Ulumlnate  any  Brltlah 
infantry  who  might  be  advancing.  At 
the  same  time,  the  German  machine 
guna  played  upon  any  figures  so  re- 
vealed, so  that  it  was  almost  certain 
death  to  ba  in  the  glare  of  the  Ughta.

At  great  rlak,  several  men  aprang  for- 
ward into  the  illumination  and  kicked 
out  the  burning  canisters.  Then,  In 
tbe  momentary  darkness  the  leading 
companies  advanced  in  waves  toward 
tha  German  trenohaa.  south  of  Mou- 
Quet,  or,  aa  the  aoldiera  call  it,  "Moo 
Cow"  f^rm.  The  colonel  of  the  bat- 
talion went  with  his  men,  and  aa  he 
drew  near  tO  the  German  lines,  he  saw 
two  figurea  silHouetted  kgalnst  the 
llghta  He  called  out  to  them,  thinking 
they  might  be  his  own  men,  working 
forward  on  his  right,  but  ha  saw  they 
were  Germane  when  one  man  threw  up 
hia  hands  aa  a  sign  of  aurrender  and 
the  other  dropped  to  one  knee  to  fire 
a  flfle  shot.

In  spita  of 
much  gun  fire,  the  British  troops 
reached  the  German  trenches. 

Ureat  heroism  was  shown  by  a  young 
lieutenant  and  a  party  of  bombers  who 
went  first  over  No  Man's  LAnd  so 
quickly  behind  the  British  barrage  that 
they  risked  death  by  the  Brltlah  ahells, 
and  came  against  the  first  defence.  It 
waa  their  quiok  advance  which  scared 
the  Germans  and  helped  to  demoralise 
them.  The  men  who  followed  rnn  alsng 
the  German  parapeta,  bombing  down  the 
trenches,  while  others  leaped  In  and 
fought    their    way    down. 

lArge  numbers  of  Germans  ware 
down  in  the  usual  dugouta,  and  sen- 
tries were  posted  at  the  entrance  of 
each  of  tha  underground  placea  Many 
refused  to  surrender  or  come  out.  Then 
a  bomb  was  thrown  Into  the  entrance 
wsy,  and  after  its  explosion  there  was 
beard  in  every  ease  a  great  scrambling 
and  scurrying.

"It  was   the  funnleat  thing   you   ever 
saw,"    aaid    a   Jovial    captain.      "Out   of 
the   entrances   they    tumbled   up   for  ail 
the   world'  Just  like   rabbits." 

The  men  of  Kent  were  pleased  and 
excited  at  taking  so  many  prisoners, 
about  eighty  of  them  In  one  batch,  and 
an  escort  party  fixed  their  bayonets 
with  a  snap  as  if  on  parade  and  then 
marchsd  off  with  pride,  leaving  the 
prisonera  to  follow  on. 

Una  of  tbe  prisoners,  taken  later,  was 
a  forward  obaervlng  officer,  a  Pruaslan 
giant,  well  over  aix  feet  high,  and 
enormously  stout.

RUSSIAN  HEADQimRTBRS  ON' 
THE  SOUTHWEST  FRONT,  Aug.  4.,  via 
London,  Aug.  9. — Recapitulation  of  the 
Russian  captures  makes  It  possible 
to  form  some  estimate  of  what  the 
past  two  months  have  done  for  the 
Allied  cause. 

At  a  time  when  the"  Germans  and 
Austrlana  are  beginning  to  feel  a  scar- 
city of  men,  and  eapecially  of  olBcers, 
the  Russians  In  their  advance,  which 
at  certain  points  approximates  &S  miles, 
have  taken  three  generals,  7,0S7  offi- 
cers, 330,000  soldiers  and  604  guna.  In- 
cluding over  60  heavy  guns,  1,200  ma- 
chine guns  and  mlacellaneous  war 
booty  too  t^ftit  to  enumerata.  At  a 
conservative  eatlmate  this  represents. 
Including  the  killed,  casualties,  missing 
and  losses  from  other  causes,  approxi- 
mately 750,000  of  the  Austro-German 
organised  effectives,  with  the  Teutons 
still  struggling  frantically  on  all  fronts 
to  bring  the  Russian  advances  to  a 
halt,  even  if  but  temporarily. 

It    Is    Impossible    to    state    the    Rus- 
sian losses,  except   to  say   that  from  a 
strictly    military    point    of    view    they 
can    have    no    effect    whatever    on    the 
Russian  cause.     It   Is  not  exaggerating 
to    say    that    the    Russians    could    bear 
thla  Summer's   losses  for   nve   consecu- 
tive   years    without    apprehension      of 
running    short    of    men,    while    another 
auch    blow    as    BrussllolTs    would      un- 
doubtedly   flnlah    Austria    and    further 
reduce  Germany's  visible  supply,  which 
already    seems    to    have    shrunk    to      a 
point   where   a   future    sustained    offen- 
sive wlll^be  diflicult.  If  not  Impossible. 
After   being   nearly   two   montha  con- 
tinually on  thla   front,  two  conclusions 
have   been   reached    regarding   the   Teu- 
tons.    The  first  is  that  with   ono  mors 
sweeping    movempnt    an    optimist    may 
fairly    hope    Austria   will    be    forced    to 
collapse.     The   second   Is   that   th»  Oer- 
mana are  not  near  collapse,  and  though. 
they    may    loss    KotoI.    Brest-Utovsk. 
Warsaw,    and    cv«n    all    PoUnd.    thsr* 
may    well    rsaialn    a    ysar      of      bitter 
ftghUng.     It    Is  true  that   ths  Germans 
have  lost  aome  of  their  arragance.  and 
their  conndencs  in  themselves  has  bseo 
somewhat    reduced,    but    they    are    stiti 
a  tone  way  from  esflatwa.  at  any  rata 
from   any   military   point   sf   rlsw.  and 
if  such  a  colUpse   is  coming   from   in- 
ternal political   causes   it   Is  Impossible 
ta  express  aay  opinion  upon  that  here.

MILAN.  Aug.  t.,  via  I<ondon.  Aug.  •. 
— The  long-awaited  hour  of  Italy's 
grand  assault  on  the  Isonso  has  sound- 
ed, and  the  first  day's  offensive  on  a 
thirty-mile  front  resulted  In  a  haul  of 
nearly  4,000  prisoners,  with  an  immense 
quantity  of  guns  and  war  materials — 
in  fact  the  largest  prize  taken  since 
Italy  went  to  wiiir.  First  particulars 
from  private  sources  supplementli^g  the 
official  communique  are  now  permitted 
publication  by  the  censorship.  This 
morning's  late  edition  of  The  Secolo 
contains  the  following  from  Its  war 
correspondents,  Signors  Pino  Alessl  and 
Raffaela  Garlnel: 

"At  7.  o'clock  Sunday  morning,  under 
an  unclouded  Summer  aky,  the  huge  or- 
chestra of  Italian  guns  began  rending 
the  air  with  a  terrifying  chorus  all  the 
way  from  Plava  heights  right  down  to 
Monfalcone,  supported  thence  by  a 
n%val  demonstration  In  the  higher  Adri- 
atic against  the  enemy's  coaat  between 
Duino  and  Mlramare. 

"The  whole  territory,  which  had  t>een 
ploughed  up  by  bombardments  sines 
July  14.  was  again  subjected  to  a  cease- 
less hall  of  shells  of  every  calibre  for 
the  space  of  nine  hours.  No  such  awe- 
inspiring  cascade  of  fire  ever  befors 
had  been  witnessed  on  the  Italtsn  front. 
So  terrifying  were  the  Incessant  earth- 
quake-like phenomena  thereby  pro- 
duced that  houses  in  the  Gorisla  plain 
were  shattered  or  collapsed  by  the 
force  of  the  seismic  waves,  while  ths 
mouths  of  vaat  caverna  of  ths  Carso, 
In  %hlch  thousands  of  Austrian  troops 
had  crouched  for  refuge,  were  dammed 
and  choked  by  tons  of  debris,  so  as  to 
become  converted  Into  yvlng  tomlM.

"Only  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
waa  the  order  given  for  the  infantry  to 
quit  the  trenches  where  they  had 
passed  so  many  montha  In  i>ent-up  Im- 
patience. The  spectacle  of  these  hardy 
wifrrlors,  as  they  bounded  forth  to  the 
fray,  recalled  the  heroes  of  legendary 
lore.  Thousands  of  their  front  ranks 
wore  roufid  their  helmets  floral  gar- 
lands specially  woven  and  forwarded 
for  the  historic  occasion  by  women  of 
Thiene  and  Schlo.  of  Vorastica  and 
Vlcensa. 

"To  the  Btlrrlng  cry  of  'Great  Italy 
Forever*  these  bounded  across  the  dales 
at  the  bridgehead  of  Oorlzta  and  lower 
down  the  lanea  of  the  Carso  plateau, 
everywhere  to  engage  In  a  hand-to- 
hand  struggle  with  the  fos.

The  force  of  the  ez- 
pioslon  was  such  as  to  break  all  win- 
dows In  the  rooms  of  the  Trltes-Wood 
buildlns  and  some  of  those  In  the  r«ar 
of  the  hots).  -^ 

The  body  of  Fire  Boss  PhUllps  has 
b«»en  recovered,  and  a  large  rescue  party 
equipped  with  llfe-savin«  apparatus  is 
v/orklnc  desperately  to  reach  those  still 
in  the  mine.  The  nlchl  shift  of  only 
twelve  men  had  just  gone  to  work 
alter  the  big  afternoon  shift  had  cone 
off  work,  or  tbe  loss  of  life  mlcht  have 
been   very   much  more. 

Manaser  Wilson  came  up  from  Femte 
with  a  rescue  party  from  the  Govern- 
ment rescue  station,  arrlvinc  at  * 
a.m.  The  ohly  theory  aa  to  the  cause 
of  the  explosion  attributes  It  to  a  ter- 
rltic  electrical  storm  which  was  racinc 
in  the  valley  at  the  time,  the  llchtnlnc 
belnc  severe  and  comin*  low  down. 
Hom^  of  the  men  who  saw  the  exploaion 
say  that  a  heavy  current  of  electricity 
niust  have  followed  th«  steel  rails  of 
the  track  into  the  mine,  thus  causlnc 
the  explosions.  Many  people  in  the 
town  who  heard  the  explosions  thought 
they  were  discharges  of  electricity  of 
the  storm  and  paid  no  attention  to  the|p 
until  the  real  nature  of  tbe  caUstrophe 
was  mads  known. 

Mighit  Bsport 

Despite  efforts  all  afternoon  by  sev- 
sral  hundred  men  engag^  in  rei>air- 
Ing  surface  damage  from  last  night's 
explosion  and  about  thirty  men  short 
distances  underground  remqvlng  debris 
and  reconstructing  the  tunnels,  prac- 
'  Ucally  no  progress  has  been  made  to- 
■ward  the  men  imprisoned  far  under- 
Cround,  and  it  is  now  considered  that 
not  a  living  thing  survived  the  force  of 
the  last  blast,  which  was  of  unspeak- 
able violence,  only  a  small  part  of  the 
mine  having  been  explored. 

Thomas  Williams,  mine  inspector,  ac- 
companied by  B.  Cauneld,  Coal  Creek 
mine  superintendent,  managed  to  pene- 
trate the  main  east  stope  late  this 
afternoon  to  a  distance  of  three  thous- 
and feet,  when  a  barrier  of  poisonous 
gas  was  encountered.  Beyond  this  gas 
are  the  victims,  with  only  the  alight- 
eat  chance  that  three  of  the  miners, 
Dan  Hll,  Mike  Dmytriv  and  H.  Evans, 
may  be  battling  for  life,  which  may  be 
sustained  temporarily  by  an  air  supply 
from  the  compressed  air  line.  This 
line  is  not  broken  between  the  com- 
pressor outside  the  mine  and  the  body 
of  gas  discovered,  and  on  that  supply 
only  is  there  even  the  slightest  chance. 

Kxploring  and  repair  parties,  equip- 
ped with  Draeger  apparatus,  are  now 
organised,  but  owing  to  the  rough  na- 
ture of  the  mine  roadways  the  com- 
pany officials,  profiting  by  experience 
gained  at  the  Coal  Creek  explosion 
more  than  a  year  ago,  when  under 
similar  conditions  several  exploring 
parties  came  to  grief  and  one  life  was 
lost  through  the  apparatus  becoming 
disarranged  from  rough  traveling,  will 
not  permit  men  so  equipped  to  attempt 
this  hazardous  work  until  satisfactory 
conditions  are  restored  in  the  main 
roadways.  Thess  parties  are  standing 
by  for  shifts  of  two  hours,  and  pos- 
sibly before  morning  some  may  enter 
the  mine. 

The  prospect  tonight  is  that  It  may 
be  days  before  any  more  bodies  are  re- 
covered, but  the  work  will  continue 
diligently,  nevertheless.

ZURICH.  Aug.  ».— The  German  pa- 
pers, probably  in  accordanco  with  offi- 
cial orders,  have  made  no  reference  for 
several  weeks  psst  to  leppelln  achieve- 
ments or  plans,  but  Swiss  travelers  re- 
turning from  Germany  state  that  mys- 
terious hints  are  being  dropped  about 
preparations  which,  it  is  said,  are  being 
made  on  a  great  scale  to  strike  terror 
Into  the  hearts  of  the  bated  people  o 
England  by  means  of  an  unprecedent- 
edly  large  fleat  of  seppelln  airships, 
which  are  to  be  sent  across  the  North 
8«a  in  the  early  days,  or  rather  nights, 
of  Autumn  to  shower  Ore  and  destruc- 
tion orw  Kngllsh  towns  and  cities  on 
a  scale  far  exceeding  anything  hitherto 
attempted. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  murmuring 
amongst  the  German  people  over  the  in- 
activity of  the  much  vaunted  seppellns 
during  the  past  two  or  three  months, 
but  they  are  consoling  themselves  with 
the  explanation  that  thesa  "superlative 
engines  of  death"  are  being  eonservad 
for  a  great  coup  against  EIngland,  which 
It  Is  said  will  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
reprisal  for  the  suffering  and  tnconvon- 
ience  inflicted  upon  the  German  people 
by  tbe  BrlUsh  blockade- 
On  the  other  hand.  Swiss  travelers 
who  have  been  in  Germany  recently 
stste  that  the  extraordinary  alllcieacy 
ahown  by  the  British  artillery  on  the 
*  Western  front  has  convinced  th«  G«r^ 
man  military  authorltlea  that  the  Brit- 
ish now  possess  the  means  to  cope 
effectively  with  seppelln  raids,  and  they 
are  doubtful  whether  such  raids,  even 
on  an  extensive  seals,  would  •ehleva 
any  great  results.

MANY  1  DEATH 


Cloudburst  In  Coal  Mine  Dis- 
trict of  West  Virginia  Thought 
to  Have  Taken  150  Lives — 
Thousands  Left  Homeless. 


CHARLESTON,  W.  Va.,  Aug.  ».— 
Much  loss  of  life  and  property  was 
oausad  by  a  cloudbursLwhlcluant  gtlla 
of  water  down  three  creek  valleys  in 
the  coal  mining  region  today. 

Later  reports  estimated  the  damage  at 
one  million  dollars. 

Four  bodies  so  far  have  been  reco\'^ 
ered,  a  Mrs.  Likens  and  her  daughter,  a 
Mrs.  Pauley  and  an  unidentified  woman. 

The  entire  Likens  family,  consisting 
of  eight  persons,  is  missing. 

The  cloudburst  occurred  at  the  head- 
waters of  Paint  and  Cabin  creeks  snd 
Coal  river,  and  the  torrent  which  surged 
down  Cosl  river  swept  its  bank  almost 
clean  of  villages,  while  the  Kanawna 
river  rose  several  feet,  carrying  on  its 
crest  houses  and  buildings  of  all  kinds. 

Near  St  Albans  are  marooned  two 
passenger  trains,  one  of  which  Is  a 
Sunday  school  excursion  train.  Nothing 
has  been  heard  from  either.  The  C«bln 
Creek  Valley  baa  a  population  of  about 
15,000  persons.  Advices  received  here 
indicate  that  about  one-third  of  this 
number  are  homeless. 

Plans  are  b^lng  made  here  to  aend 
relief  trains  into  the  nooded  districts. 

According  to  officials  of  the  Virginia 
Power  Company  tonight,  at  least  150 
pereona  have  lost  their  lives.  Eleven 
bodies  have  baen  recovered.  Many  per- 
sons have  been  seen  clinging  to  debris 
in  the  flood,. but  no  assistance  could  be 
given  them.  The  Sunday  school  excur- 
sion train  wMtcli  is  marooned  near  St. 
Alban's  Is  said  to  have  300  persons  on 
board.  Efforta  to  reach  them  have 
failed.

'nrhe  dlscoverlees  so  far  appear  to  be 
aecidental.  and  I  look  forward  to  larger 
strikes  under  vigorous  prospecting, 
which  to  date  ahows  little  evidence  of 
having  been  prosecuted  with  anything 
like  what  tha  district  warranta."  ha  da- 
elarad.  Gold,  copper  and  atee.  In  tha 
opinion  of  Prof.  Wallace,  are  the  chief 
minerals  found  in  tbe  district.  Oold, 
he  flnds.  is  aaaodated  with  quarts  and 
sulphldas,  with  a  geaeral  outcropping  of 
aulphldes  throughout  ths  entire  area 
traversed  by  him.

FIGHT  WITH  MEXICANS

EIj  PASO,  Tex.,  Aug.  >.— A  Hght  that 
came  near  being  another  Carrlsal  affair 
occurred  at  Ascension,  Chihuahua,  on 
Sunday  night,  when  two  U.  S.  soldiers 
brought  on  a  general  light  by  starting  a 
saloon  row  with  some  Mexican  flscales 
who  were  stationed  in  Ascension. 

The  Americans  had  gone  from  the 
Aniarican  camp  between  La  Noria  and 
Tres  Popolopes  to  spend  some  of  their 
money,  which  they  had  obtained  the  day 
before  from  the  pay  wagon.  They  were 
drinking  in  a  Mexican  cantlna.  when 
they  started  trouble  with  two  Carransa 
soldiars  of  t)ie  fiscal  guards.  The  two 
Mexican  soldiers  were  shot  by  the 
United  States  soldiers,  who  had  their 
side  arms  with  them.  The  latter  were 
taken  prisoner,  according  to  a  truck 
driver,  and  later  turned  over  to  the 
Mexican  civil  authorities. 

Hearing  that  there  had  been  a  skir- 
mish at  Ascension,  the  commander  at 
the  American  outpost  camp  sent  a  de- 
tachment of  infantry  to  Ascension  in  a 
motor  truck,  and  another  skirmish  is 
said  to  have  taken  place,  in  which  a 
number  of  armed  Mexicans  were  killed 
and  several  American  soldiers  were 
wounded,  although  the  exsct  number 
was  not  learned  by  the  truck  driver.

The  record  of  the  Conservative  ad-^ 
ministration  in  this  Prowtaoe  will  at^nd^ 
tho  severest  criticism  from  the  stand- 
point of  business  government.  It  Is 
well  to  keep  in  mind  what  has  been  the 
dominant  principle  of  Conservative  pol- 
icy In  British  Columbia.  We  challenge 
contradiction  whCn  we  say  it  has  been 
one  of  progressive  development  It  has 
not  been  a  hap-hasard  policy.  We  may 
remind  the  pqblle  of  the  political  his- 
tory of  the  Province  during  the  Ave 
years  preceding  the  advent  of  that 
party  to  power.  In  ISM  Lieut-Oov. 
ernor  Velnnes,  a  Liberal  appointee  of 
his  owB  mere  m6^ton  and  pending  the 
result  of  a  general  election  dismissed 
the  Turner  ministry.  While  Mr.  Turner 
ani  as  we  now  remember  all  bis  col- 
leagues li\  the  ministry  were  Conserva- 
tives, he  wd^  supported  by  many  Lib- 
erals. Party  llnef  had  not  then  been 
dr*wn  In  Provinolal  aSilrs.  In  the 
year  mentioned  all  the  elections  were 
not  held  on  the  same  day,  the  polling 
for  Casstar,  whloh  returned  two  mem- 
bers, taking  place  a  week  or  two  after 
voting  days  elsewhere.  The  other  elec- 
tions had  left  the  Government  and  the 
Opposition  members  of  the  House  about 
eqyal,  and  It  was  generally  thought  that 
Caaelar  would  return  Government  sup- 
porters. Then,  like  a  thunderbolt  out 
of  a  blue  sky,  aame  the  dismissal  of  Mr. 
Turner.  The  result  was  political  chaos, 
which  was  only  reduced  to  something 
Ilk*  order  when  Mr.  Dunsmulr  accepted 
the  premiership  In  1900.  Mr.  Dunsmulr 
resigned  In  1003  and  was  succeeded  by 
Lleut-Col.  frlor,  'who  resigned  in  iocs, 
and  was  auoceeded  by  Mr.  MoBrlde. 
l>artng  the  brief  premiership  of  Mr.

When  tha  general  depreaalan  set  la 
a  few  yeara  ago,  to  be  <ellowad  by  a 
period  of  universal  liquidation,  and 
later  by  war,  tbe  sourc**  of  revenue  to 
tfle  Province  were  very  seriously  re- 
duced. Public  securities  everywhere 
declined  in  market  value  and  British 
Columbia  provod  no  ezcaptlon  to  the 
rule:  but  so  abundantly  had  tbe  policy 
of  th*  Conservative  administration  dem- 
onstrated the  greatneaa  of  tbe  resource* 
of  the  Province,  so  clearly  had  lU 
powers  of  recuperation  b*en  shown,  so 
extensive  were  the  works  of  develop- 
ment that  the  administration  had  car- 
ried on,  that  when  the  occasion  came  to 
float  new  loaps,  they  were  placed  on 
terms  that  were  very  favorable  In  view 
of  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the 
world.  Indeed,  It  may  be  said  with 
absolute  truth,  that  th*  only  plaoe* 
where  the  credit  of  the  Province  has 
been  <iacrled  has  been  upon  Liberal 
platforms  and  in  th*  oolumns  of  th* 
Lib*ral  pr*a*.  Thla  Is  a  sariott*  stat*- 
ment  to  make,  but  unhappily  it  Is  only 
too  true.  The  only  enemies  "the  Prov- 
ince has  had  have  b**n  of  Its  own 
household — men  who  are  craving  for 
office  and  power  and  In  order  that  they 
may  gat  It  bav*  fala*ly  and  dellb«rataly 
represented  that  the  assets  of  thirProv- 
Ine*  hav*  b**n '  squandered  and  British 
Columbia  has  been  brought  to  tha  T**ga 
of  bankruptcy.  Fortunatoly  th«y  have 
failed  to  influence  flnanclal  circles  ad- 
versely. They  may  have  caused  more 
careful  inquiry  into  the  standing  of  the 
Province,  hut  when  it  oame  to  raising 
money  for  the  Paclfle  Great  X:astem  and 
to  bring  th*  Agrioultural  Credits  Act 
'Into  operation',  no  difficulties  ware  an- 
countered  and  the  loaAs  were  effected 
upon  terms  surprisingly  favorable  In 
view  of  war  cooditlona. 


The  e^iteblisbment  of  public  cr<y}lt 
must  always  be  the  flrjt  care  of  any  ad- 
ministration, and  in  making  this  the 
foundation  atone  of  its  policy,  the  Con- 
servative administration  exhibited  great 
biisineMi  sagacity.  It  meant  an  Increase 
In  necessary  public  works,  for  the  lack 
of  which  tbe  progress  of  the  Province 
was  at  a  standstill.  It  meant  that  the 
guarantees  of  the  Province  were  good 
security  for  the  flnanclng  of  railway 
undertakings.  It  meant  the  restoration 
of  confidence  at  home  and  abroad.  No 
one,  save  and  except  the  spokesmen  of 
the  local  Liberal  party,  questions  for 
a  slngls  moment  the  absolute  solvency 
of  the  Province,  and  no  flnanclal  insti- 
tution hesitates  about  meeting  its  need 
in  the  matter  Of  loans,  when  they  are 
called  for.  No  on*  doubts  for  a  mo- 
ment that  the  Province  Is  abundantly 
able  to  meet  all  its  obligations  and  , 
that  with  th*  return  .of  normal  condi- 
tions the  treasury  will  be  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  an  abundant  revenue.  If  by 
the  accident  of  politics  the  Ltbarals 
com*  into  ofllo*  aft*r  th*  general  elec- 
tion, they  will  have  to  swallow  all 
their  scandalous  assertions  against  the 
credit  and  standing  of  the  Province  and 
rely  upon  the  manner  In  which  the 
Conservative  administrations  have  dem- 
onstrated its  solveaoy.  Mr.  Brewster 
felt  safe  in  going  to  Toronto  and  tell- 
ing The  Globe  of  that  city  that  the 
Conservatives  ha^  squandered  all  tha 
resources  of  tbe  ProViao*  and  had  given 
away  all  Its  assets  to  speculators,  but. 
If  he  were  Premier,  ha  would  not  dare 
repeat  that  story  to  flnant;lers.  H* 
would  be  bound  to  admit  that  thA 
Province  was  abaolutely  solvent,  that 
it  possesses  abundant  assets  and  un- 
touched sourcee  of  revenue,  and  he 
would  be  compelled  to  refer  to  what 
the  Conservative  adnUnlstratlona  have 
accomplished  In  order  to  support  any 
claim  he  might  make  for  further  er*dlt 
We  invite  the  closest  criticism  of  what 
baa  been  abov*  oat  out.  W*  ask  a 
comparison  of  the  position  of  th*  Prov- 
ince now  with  what  it  waa  when  the 
people  dismissed  from  power  the  last 
Liberal  who  held  the  premiership,  Mr. 
Joseph  Martin.  W*  Invit*  some  one  to 
show,  if  they  can,  that  the  Conserva- 
tive poHoy  Is  not  rosponsible  for  th* 
wondgrful  change  for  the  better,  ~a 
change  that  not  evsa  the^affhrts  of  Mr. 
Brewster  to  tie  up  tbe  whole  Province 
by  an  lajonetioa  taaa  beea  able  to  dta- 
count. _

W*  had  not  intanded  to  apeak  of  the 
lines  of  policy  along  which  tbe  policy 
of  the  Conservative  party  in  Brltleb 
Columbia  wIU  be  developed  until  wa 
had  covered  all  the  ground  Involved  In 
the  consideration  of  Its  past  record,  but 
the  Intervtow  with  Mr.  Lome  Camp- 
bel,  Minister  of  Mines,  published  In 
yesterday's  Colonist,  baa  led'  to  so 
many  strong  expressions  of  opinion  as 
to  the  requirements  of  that  Industry, 
that  wa  shall  not  delay  a  reference  to 


thla  brahch  of  tha  aubject  Mr.  damp- 
bell  has  shown  how  quickly  the  mining 
Indxiatry  haa  responded  to  what  was 
done  for  It  during  tbe  laat  aesslon.  H* 
has  also  given  a  few  facts  conflrma- 
tory  of  what  haa  baea  the  public  faith 
on  the  greatneaa  of  the  mineral  re- 
sources  of  th*  Provlnc*.  It  Is  tlm«ly 
to  give  tble  matter  a  great  deal  of 
thought  and  to  give  effect  to  thought 
by  action. 

Mr.  Campbell  said  that  the  mineral- 
bearing  area  of  Brtttah  Columbia  ex- 
ceeds that  of  either  the  United  btates 
or  Mexico.  This  m—ma  like  exaggera- 
tion, but  when  we  reflect  that  this 
Provlnc*  is  larger  than  the  states  of 
Washington,  Oregon  and  California 
combined,  and  that  practically  it  la  all 
mineral-bearing,  it  will  not  seem  so 
surprising.  Mr.  Campbell  did  not  apeak 
hastily.  He  only  axpreased  what  is 
tbe  opinion  of  all  Investigators.  Seeing 
that  from  an  area  of  less  than  half  a 
square  mile  metals  to  tbe  value  of 
|60,000,0«0  hava  already  bean  produced, 
it  is  obvious  that  no  limit  can  be  pot 
upon  the  proapectlve  value  that  will  be 
won  from  our  ores  and  gravels. 

It  will  clearly  be  tbe  duty  of  the 
government  to  promote  by  every  rea- 
sonable means  the  realisation  of  this 
great  natural  wealth,  and  one  of  the 
subjects  that  must  receive  very  care- 
ful and  searohlng  Investigation  Is  the 
mann«r  In  which  this  can  be  most  ef- 
fectively dona  As  Is  the  case  with 
lumbering  so  with  mining,  tbe  relation 
between  the  Province  and  the  producer 
Is  in  the  nature  of  a  partnership.  Ths 
government  has  come  to  the  aid  of  the 
lumber  industry;  it  has  come  to  the 
aid  of  agriculture;  It  niiust  now  con- 
sider how  it  can  most  advantageously 
come  to  the  aid  of  mining.  There  are 
three  stages  In  this  Industry,  prospect- 
ing, mining  and  smelting  and  refining. 
Until  very  recently  government  aid  has 
not  been  extended  to  either  of  these, 
but  dearly  it  will  have  to  be  extended 
to  them  all  if  we  are  to  witness  that 
developmei^t  within  a  few  years  ot 
which  the  Province  is  capabia  Wheth- 
er or  not  thla  aaalstanoe  ought  to  take 
the  form  of  financial  aid  la  something 
to  be  determined,  although  we  bellev* 
the  gov*m«nt  wlU  b*  fully  Justified  In 
giving  this,  either  directly  or  indirect- 
ly at  cerUin  stages.  Thla  has  already 
been  done  to  the  extent  of  a  guarantee 
of  a  boAd  Issue  to  the  anwunt  of  140,- 
000  to  be  issued  by  the  French  Com- 
plex Ore  Reduction  Company,  Ltd.  The 
principle  of  flnanclal  aid  having  thus 
been  admitted,  it  may  reaaonably  be 
Inferred  that  the  goveminent  will  be 
disposed  to  consider  some  general 
plan  whereby  tha  varloua  phases  of 
the  industry  can  b*  promotod.

'The  Millionaires,"  of  British 
Columbia  Overseas  Unit, 
Hold  Enjoyable  Entertain- 
ment Back  of  Trenches. 


Thtt'  Brasler,'  the  official  organ  of  th« 
9rd  Infantry  Brlsada  of  the  lat  Can- 
adian Division,  publishes  an  account  of 
a  recent  satherlna  of  the  men  of  North* 
ert(  British  Columbia,  near  the  front. 
It  follows: 

"Back  In  the  good  old  days  of  the 
WUlows  Camp,  Victoria,  B.  C,  the 
Mprtbern  British  Columbia  boys  from 
the  6tth  £:arl  Grey's  Own  Rifles  were 
(tubbed  the  "millionaire  bunch."  "by  rea- 
son of  their  happy,  good-natured  fac- 
ulty of  extracting  the  boat  out  of  life 
and  the  easy  way  in  which  they  permit- 
ted tbemaeives  to  be  separatisd  from  tha 
coin.  Dinners,  dances,  and  theatre  par- 
ties enlivened  the  burden  of  many  a 
weary  recruit  after  the  daily  routine  of 
drill.  After  apiending  fourteen  months 
In  rianders.  thla  spirit  of  gaiety  has 
not  been  Imperilled,  Judging  from  the 
merry  time  that  was  had  on  the  evening 
ot  June  1,  wben  fifty-two  old  boys  fore- 
gatbared  at  a  reunliei  and  supper.  They 
oame  from  fifteen  different  units  at 
the  front  for  the  "potlacb."  Major  C.

There  was  an  abundance 
of  goo4  things  to  eat,  drink,  and  smoke, 
and  the  three  precious  hours  sped  alto- 
gether too  quickly.  Mot  the  least  pleas- 
ing feature  of  the  evening  was  the 
presentation  made  to  Major  Pack  of  two 
handsome  brass  flower  Jars  made  by 
Belgian  artisans  from  French  75  shells, 
as  also  a  match  sUnd  in  the  shape  of 
a  British  Tommy's  hat.  Sergt.  Bob 
Cameron  did  the  honors  in  his  best 
Chinook,  and  it  was  with  feelings  of 
emotion  that  the  Big  Chief  responded 
tu  tba  cheers  that  accompanied  the  gift. 

"Tbe  evening  was  enlivened  by  the 
reading  of  several  telegrams  (?).  One 
to  laeut  Qlbaon  was  as  follows:  'Re- 
gret Inability  to  be  present  at  tonight's 
reunlbn,  but  am  attending  Important 
eounoll  meeting  to  arrange  terms  of 
peace.  < Signed)  Charley  Thome.  Mayor 
Of  Tpres.'  ^he  Mayor  of  Prince  Ru- 
P«rt  sent  Major  Peck  a  cable  Inviting 
him  to  hold  its  next  reunion  at  that 
olty,  vhosa  generous-hearted  eltlsens 
bad  made  *  the  aupper  possible.  The 
ooanmlttee  who  arranged  the  affair  were: 
Oargt.  Tom  Birch.  Sergt  Bob  Cameron, 
Cpl.

Thla  being 
the  situation  it  will  be  reiulily  under- 
stood that  the  training  for  overseas 
duty  cannot  advance  as  fast  aa  other- 
wine  would  be  the  caae 

The  121st  Battalion,  Western  Irish, 
having  left  the  camp,  there  remain  four 
battalions  as  follows:  ISlst,  of  New 
Westminster:  the  ISSth,  of  Vancsuvor; 
the  172nd,  of  Kamloops,  and  the  226tli. 
of  Fornle.  Of  these  the  I31^t  and  the 
172nd  are  over  strength,  there  being 
1,100  odd  men  on  their  rolls.  The  168th 
is  almost  at  its  full  complement  and 
the  326th,  while  somewhat  short,  is 
well  on  Its  »'ay.  Placing  the  strength 
of  the  two  latter  at  1,200,  which  is  a 
conservative  estimate,  it  will  be  seen 
that,  more  than  hilf  of  the  Mainland 
force  of  British  Columbia's  overseas 
military  strength  has  taken  aUantage 
of  the  harvesters'  leave,  thus  piaclical- 
ly  bringing  the  Summer  training  to  a 
standstill.

The  inspection  of  the  4th  Canadian 
Division  by  His  Majesty  the  King  on 
Dominion  Day  is  described  in  a  recent 
Issue  of  the  Western  Scot,  the  official 
organ  of  the  <7th  Battalion,  C.  B.  F. 
That  organ  says: 

.  In  ideal  weather  and  in  the  presence 
of  many  distinguished  spectators.  His 
Majesty  the  King  reviewed  the  troops 
compdiaing  the  Fourth  Canadian  Divi- 
sion, Major-General  Watson,  C.  B.,  com- 
manding, at  Hankley  Common  on  Dom- 
inion Day,  July  1. 

7o  the  thousands  of  Canadians  in 
khaki  who  made  up  the  wide-flung 
ranks  It  was  a  Dominion  Day  that  will 
live  in  memory,  one  that  to  many  of 
them  never  has  been  and  never  will  be 
equalled.  And  to  all  who  considered 
the  matter  it  wag  a  Dominion  Day  full 
of  Imperial  aignlflcance. 

The  many  spectators,  mostly  ladies, 
who  formed  a  long,  deep  line  behind  the 
rope  and  lent  a  pleasing  dash  of  color 
to  the  monotonoua  buff  of  troops  and 
common,  were  well  repaid  for  their 
presence.  Such  a  spectacle,  Jn  Canada 
would  have  attracted  unusual  attention. 
On  the  hills  surrounding  the  tremend- 
ous plain  mounted  sentries  were  posted, 
standing  out  against  the  skyline  like 
ebony  statues;  drawn  up  in  close 
column  of  half -com  panics  along  a  line 
that  intersected  the  common  were  bat- 
talion after  battalion  of  Canadian  in- 
fantry, a  seemingly  endless  array 
stretching  into  distance  beyond  eye- 
range.  On  'the  right  of  the  Infantry 
line,  the  position  of  honour,  were  the 
Western  Scots  Pioneers,  and  to  the 
right  of  them  tbe  division  artillery  ex- 
tended, battery  after  battery,  out  of 
night  beyond  the  farther  range  of  hills.

On  the  Western  Scote*  left  was  a 
smart  yralrle  battalion;  beyond  them 
acain,  another  British  Columbia  unit, 
and  so  on  to  the  end — lads  from  the 
Marttlmes,  from  Quebec,  from  old,  On- 
tario, from  the  vast  Gsnsdian  West,  the 
Paclflc  slope,  and   the  far-away   Taken. 

His  Majesty,  as  usual,  was  very 
punctual,  and  at  the  hour  announced 
came  ths  command  for  ofllcers  to  take 
post  In  review  order.

French  also  displayed  a  lively  resard 
for  the  newly-trained  Canadians,  keep- 
ins  up  a  rapid  fire  of  questions  direct- 
ed to  Colonel  Ironsides,  D.  8.  O., 
O.  8.  O.  I.,  who  rode  with  him.  As  the 
Klnr  approached  the  head  of  the  artil- 
lery, the  «7th  Battalion  4th  Divisional 
Band,  under  Bandmaster  Liouis  Turner, 
besan  a  cbarmlns  selection  and  render- 
ed it  In  superb  style.  Passlns  the  ar- 
tillery. His  Majesty  rode  along  the 
front  of  the  Western  Scots,  his  keen 
Slanoe  apparently  takins  in  every  de- 
tail and  feature,  from  Lieut-Colonel 
Ross,  O.  C,  to  the  men  In  the  rearmost 
rank.  Lord  French,  too,  showed  a  very 
evident  interest  in   the  battalion. 

The  Inspection  completed,  the  King 
moved  over  to  tbe  reviewing  stand,  and 
the  artlUery  began  the  "March  Past." 
The  military  hand  of  the  (Tth  Batta- 
lion, as  divisional  band,  moved  up  to 
the  saluting  point,  and  played  the  ar- 
tillery and  deUlls  past.  Despite  the 
fact  that  the  artillery  took  over  half 
an  hour  to  pass,  the  band  played  oon- 
tlnonsly  and  well.  The  Western  Scots 
followed  and  marched  past  In  column 
of  half-companies.  As  they  came  up 
tho  battalion  pipers,  under  Pli>e-MaJor 
W.  J.  WIshart,  picked  up  the  step 
from  the  brass  l>and  without  a  hitch 
or  break.  The  Scots  as  they  approach- 
ed the  saluting  base  received  a  great 
ovation  from  the  spectktors,  and  went 
past. In  magnlflcent  style,  their  lines  be- 
ing straight  and  true  and  the  step  ex- 
cellent. 

After  passing  the  saluting  base  the 
S7th  formed  close  column  at  the 
double,  moved  to  the  left  in  foars, 
turned  into  line  and  retired  to  tbe  ori- 
ginal ground,  where  they  formed  op 
again. 

When  the  other  troops  bad  marched 
past.  Colonel  Roes  had  tbe  honour  of 
being  presented  to  His  Majesty,  who 
waa  gracioualy  pleaaed  to  converse  for 
some  tlnae  about  tbe  batUUon.  His 
Majesty  informed  Colonel  Ross  that  he 
considered  tbe  Western  Scots  a  magnl- 
flcent body  of  men,  and  asked  him  to 
convey  to  the  men  ot  tbe  battalion  Hia 
Majesty's  deep  apprsoiaUon  of  their 
loyalty  In  having  travelled  over  7,000 
mllee  to  flght  for  the  Empire,  and  to 
assure  them  that  their  King  would 
watch  their  future  progress  with  great 
Interest  and   the  utmost  confidence. 

There  was  no  tedious  wait  after  the 
review.  The  S7th,  having  left  camp 
early  in  the  morning,  were  marched 
back  along  the  seven-mile  route  at 
once.  Before  dismissing  the  battalion 
Colonel  Ross  Informed  the  men  of  the 
King's  messags  to  them,  and  pointed 
out  the  ideals  the  battalion  had  to  live 
up  to.  On  being  dismissed,  tbe  men. 
usually  and  undemonstrative  lot,  cheer- 
ed  the  Colonel  loudly.

thair  splendid  rsststance  in  the  words 
of  ono  of  them:  "Wa  had  three  oOoors 
with  ua  whon  wa  ware  out  off  from  tlM 
aula  body  and  surrounded  by  tho 
aoooiy.  Happily,  the  Oormans  did  aot 
Immodlatoly  bobome  aware  of  what  kad 
occurred.  That  lavo  us  tlmo  to  eraap 
aloBs  tho  KTouad  to  a  smaU  fort,  pwts 
of  wUch  wars  still  atandlnc. 

"Vat  wo  war*  not  loft  alone  Ioa«. 
Last  Wodnaaday  at  about  11  o'clock  In 
the  momina  a  look-out  aravo  the  alort 
A  Oorman  patrol  was  approaching  tho 
fort  Dotormlned  to  sell  our  lives 
dearly,  wa  let  them  coma  on  till  tilay 
were  within  a  few  yards  of  us.  Than, 
nishlns  out.  we  threw  ourselvos  upon 
them.  We  had  orders  not  to  Are  last 
we  should  five  the  alarm,  so  wo 
bayoneted    everyone    of    them. 

"Tho  day  passed  without  further  In- 
cident, but  at  nivht  there  was  a  fresh 
alarm.  This  time  It  was  a  column  on 
the  march  headins  for  the  battle  which 
waa  aoinf  on  quite  cloae.  As  bad  luck 
would  have  It  the  oOcer  in  command 
selected  our  fort  for  his  quartera.  Our 
oflieers  ordered  us  to  lioM  ourselves 
ready. 

"We  waited  till  the  Oermaaa  halted 
and  piled  arms.  Then  wa  cot  tbo 
sianal  to  atWk.  At  sight  of  us  the 
Germans,  panic-stricken,  abandoned 
their  arms  and  equlmnent  and  fled.  A 
few  houra  later  further  enemy  detach- 
ments appeared.  They  knew  of  our 
presence,  and  their  flrat  precaution  was 
to  encircle  us.  During  the  next 
twenty-four  hours  we  fought  desperate- 
ly for  our  lives.  A  score  of  times  tho 
.Oermans,  exaaperatod  by  oiir  resist- 
ance, tried  to  storm  the  fort  Svery 
time  we  repulsed  them,  but  our  situ- 
ation was  becoming  critical.  Our  am- 
munition wils  giving  out  and  we  were 
suffering  from  thirst  Our  woundffd 
were  numerous,  but  by  a  miracle  not  a 
roan  had  been  killed. 

"Towards  7  o'clock  on  Thursday  eve- 
ning a  Q«rman  officer  with  a  white 
flag  approached  to  parley  and  Invited 
Ufc  to  surrender  before  the  aupreme  as- 
sault Our  officers  told  him  that  Eng- 
lishmen would  rather  be  killed  than 
give  in.  An  hour  later  the  enemy  de- 
cided to  finish  with  the  obstinate  re- 
slsUnce  of  the  West  Kents,  and  was 
preparing  an  aaaault  en  masne  against 
our  little  stronghold  when  the  British 
advanced  In  force  and  the  Oermans  took 
to  flight" 

When  the  general  commanding  tho 
i^lievlng  force  asked  the  commander  of 
the  band  of  heroea  how  many  foases  ho 
had  sustained,  the  reply  was:  "Soma 
lillled  and  many  wounded,  but  not  one 
of  our  men  was   made  priaoner."

Field  Ambulance  column  at  the  front. 
Many  frlenda  In  Canada  will  be  re- 
lieved when  newa  cornea  of  L^dy 
BybU'a  recovery,  for  she  waa  very 
popular  at  Ottawa,  where  she  lived  for 
her  father's  term  of  office  as  Oovernor- 
Oeneral  of  Canada.  She,  ae  well  aa  her 
mother,  la  a  lAdy  of  Orace  of  St. 
John  of  Jemaalem.  and  has  been  In- 
terested In  Red  Cross  work  ever  alnce 
tba  outbreak  of  the  war. 


A  Womanly  Work. 

In  The  Lady's  Pictorial  of  July  15 
there  1«  an  article  by  Eleanor  E3.  Helme 
which  ahowa  In  a  very  clear  light  the 
patrlotlam,  the  pltlfulnesa  and  the  re- 
aouroefulnesfl  »t  EngUmtt  women  of  to- 
day. Six  months  had  not  gone  by 
after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  before 
it  was  realized  that  already  many 
maimed  men  were  in  the  hospitals,  and 
that  the  number  was  increasing  each 
day.  In  all  Oreat  Britain  there  were 
not  enough  splints  or  crutches,  bed 
rests  and  other  supports  for  those  who 
needed  them.  Able-bodied  tradesmen 
were  being  called  away,  and  it  became 
avidant  that  war-hospital  supplies  of 
all  kinds  must  b*  made  by  women  and 
old   men. 

We  are  not  told  who  the  ten  work- 
ers were  who  opened  the  War  Hospital 
Supply  Depot  In  January,  1915,  but  the 
number  has  grown  to  a  little  army  of 
sixty  thousand  workers.  The  Duchess 
of  Argyll  has  become  a  patron,  and 
the  work  la  carried  on  in  many  build- 
Insa  in  many  parts  of  the  Kingdom, 
five  thousand  laboring  In  London 
alone.  The  work  Is  all  voUintary.  and 
It  takes  a  vast  sum  of  money  to  buy 
material  to  keep  so  many  people  busy. 

"There  Is,"  we  ar*  told,  "a  very 
flourlshlnir  carpentering  department, 
where  good  patriots  over  the  military 
age  have  taught  themselves  to  handle 
aaw  and  plane  and  lathe  until  they  are 
turning  out  crutches  and  bed-tables  and 
splits  and  leg-rests,  that  could  hardly 
b«  battered  In  design  or  efficiency.  The 
ladles,  too,  have  a  room  for  carpenter- 
ing, where  those  who  have  already 
learned  to  handle  tools  through  the 
peace-time  hobby  of  wood-carving,  also 
do  valuable  work.  Amongst  other 
things  they  make  a  most  excellent  ma- 
chine for  fluffing  the  wool  needed  to 
make  swabs,  the  machine  having  been 
Invented  by  Miss  Mary  Sinclair,  the 
novellat.  There  Is  another  Invent- 
rea  whose  Ingenuity  Is  helping  the 
funds,  Mlsa  Hope,  the  artist,  having 
brought  out  a  bandage  preparing  ma- 
chine which  Is  made  in  the  carpenter- 
ing shop  and  theh  does  yeoman  service 
In  the  bandage  room." 

The  swabs,  which  are  of  may  pat- 
terns, are  made  In  a  room  where  129 
women  are  employed,  who  can  make 
three  thousand  of  them  in  a  day. 

The  greatest  economy  In  the  use  of 
material  Is  practised,  aa  even  the  least 
waste  would  mean  great  loaa  where 
auch  quantities  are  used. 

Much  of  the  work  don*  la  slmlar  to 
that  with  which  we  are  familiar  In  the 
Red  Croaa  rooms,  azoept  that  It  Is  es- 
pecially adapted  to  malmad  man.  The 
Kensington  War  Hospital  Supply  Depot 
recently  held  a  "Flag  Day"  In  London, 
kut  an  app«al  la  atlU  mad*  for  funds,  of 
which  a  conatant  auppljr  is  needed, 

Brltlah  womert  hav*  den*  and  are  do. 
ing  many  klnda  of  mweiful  patrlotio 
work,  but  «u«li  cflbrts  as  theso  for  the 
men     who     have  aufTercd   the   loaa   of 


limbs  appeals  to  all.  Already  Canadian 
wounded  soldiers  In  England  have  bene- 
flted  by  the  labors  of  these  kind  women. 
They  are  unanlmoua  and  enthualaatls 
In  their  praise  of  th*  treatment  they 
have  received  from  akllful  and  tender 
nursea.  But  no  one  knows  better  than 
the  nurses  themselves  the  great  value 
of  auitable  appliances. 


Xnfonaatloa  Wasted 
A  lady  who  has  seen  numerous  ref- 
erences to  the  demwl  for  old  rags  and 
paper  wants  to  know  to  whom  ahe 
could  dispose  of  a  quantity.  That  there 
la  a  demand  the  following  paragraph 
from  the  "American  Boy,"  a  widely 
circulated  Juvenile  Journal,  shows: 

"If  you  ever  had  an  idea  of  going 
Into  the  waate  paper  business,  now  is 
the  time  for  you  to  begin.  There  Is  a 
paper  ahortage  and  every  kind  of  pa- 
er,  from  wrapping  paper  to  flne  writing 
paper,  has  ltv:reased  In  price  tremen- 
dously. A  rise  In  the  price  of  paper 
has  brought  about  a  corresponding  In- 
crease in  the  price  of  waste  paper  and 
rags  of  every  description.  Don't  let  a 
scrap  of  paper  of  any  kind  as  big  as 
your  hand  get  away  from  you.  See 
whether  you  can't  get  some  waste  pa- 
per, old  magazines  or  newspapers  from 
your  neighbors.  It  is  all  worth  money 
and  you  can  dell  It  for  a  good  price. 
You  can  sell  paper  In  small  quantities 
to  your  local  Junk  man.  But  you  can 
usually  get  much  larger  prices  if  you 
gather  It  in  larger  amounts,  bale  It. 
and  sell  to  large  dealers  or  paper  mills 
or  to  paper  box  factories." 

If  there  Is  any  one  In  Victoria  who 
makes  a  business  of  buying  materials 
of  this  kind  not  many  people  know  of  It. 


A  QnaatlOB. 

Dr.  Ingram,  Bishop  of  London,  Is  re- 
ported to  have  said.  In  answer  to  .a 
question,  that  he  hoped  they  had  seen 
the  last  of  men  in  the  prime  of  life 
Angering  laces  In  the  shops  of  London, 
and  of  footmen  In  great  houses.  Wo- 
men, he  said,  had  been  tried,  and  were 
much  better. 

We  will  have  to  wait  tUf  the  close 
of  the  war  before  such  questions  can 
be  finally  decided.  What  most  women 
hope  is  that  all,  men  and  women,  will 
have  freedom  and  opportunity  to  do 
whatever  they  can  do  best.  It  seems 
hardly  likely  that  persons  of  either  sex 
who  have  found  out  that  they  are  cap- 
able of  strenuous  labor  will  be  willing 
to  have  anyone  perform  for  them  and 
keep  an  army  of  men  and  women  in 
semi-ldTeness.  It  seems  as  if  life 
would  be  a  simpler  thing  during  the 
period  of  recovery  from  the  effects  of 
the  great  war.  Occupations  that  are 
necessary  and  useful  will  be  carried  on 
and  whether  the  work  is  done  by  men 
or  women  doea  not  greatly  matter.  As 
for  those  which  are  needless  it  is  to 
be  hoped  no  one  will  be  found  to  per- 
form them.  In  ministering  to  real 
reeds  and  in  developing  the  resources 
cf  the  world  there  is  wor't  enorgh  for 
all  its  men  and  women  too.

A  large  meeting  of  th*  work*rs  for 
woman's  auffrag*  was  bald  In  th*  B*l- 
mont  Hooma  on  Tu*sday  *v*»lng.  Mr. 
R.  T.  Elliott  occupied  th*  chair  and  la* 
tro4«e*d  th*  dUr*r*Bt  apeakr*.  lt*v. 
Mr.  Ow*B.  Mr.  a«org*  B*ll  and  Mr.  A. 
J.  Morlay. 

Mr.  Bell  aald  that  h*  b*eaiB*  *  con- 
vert to  woman's  suffrage  through  the 
Influence  of  the  worth  of  woman  who 
had  helped  to  form  bis  charaater  and 
hia  idaala  la  lit*.  In  hU  *zp*rl*ac* 
both  In  work  alonx  philanthropic  lla*a 
and  buaineaa  Uf*  h*  had  found  that 
woman  aot  only  had  b*«o  practical 
helper*  but  able  also  to  finance  tbalr 
schemes  better  than  many  of  th*  tamoXf 
aex  who  were  conald*r*d  to  hav*  % 
monopoly  in  financ*.  H*  b«ll*v*d  woro*a 
would  help  morally  and  financially  In 
the  political  world  whan  they  became 
voters  and  he  waa  aure.  there  would  b* 
less  graft.  He  prophealed  that  a  large 
majority  would  b*  poll*d  lo  favor  of 
th*  referandum. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Morley  czpreaaad  pl*aaur* 
In  accepting  the  invitation  to  apeak  on 
th*  referendum,  although  he  f*lt  h* 
hardly  needed  to  declare  where  he  atood 
on  the  queatlon.  His  past  record  would 
show  that  he  had  don*  hla  bast  to  pr*- 
v««t  th*  houaeboldera'  vote  being  taken 
away  from  th*  woman  of  Brltlah  Col- 
umbia some  years  ago.  Of  late  the  In- 
fluence of  women  haa  been  Increaaing, 
and  a  great  education  has  been  going 
on,  and  this  haa  made  the  government 
willing  to  allow  the  question  of  women's 
votes  to  be  left  to  the  electora. 

He  believed  that  after  the  war 
women  would  have  the  vote  in  the  Old 
Country  and  all  matter  would  be  treat- 
ed on  a  new  principle — the  democratic 
principles  which  in  his  opinion  goes  to 
make  good  government.  The  reaponai- 
billty  given  to  individuals  alwaya  de- 
velopa  the  individual  and  counta  for 
better  government.  The  moral  and 
trained  force  must  be  behind  the  vote 
to  make  it  of  value.  Today  the  point 
has  been  reached  In  politics  where 
many  capable  men  will  not  stand  for 
nomination  as  the  task  before  them  is 
too  difficult.  Present  conditioni  are 
testing  the  men  of  today — the  war  is 
T5rlnglng  Them  faoe^o^i^ce ^wTth" TactiT 
as  they  are. 

In  closing  Mr.  Morley  hoped  the 
women  when  they  got  the  vote  would 
not  be  swayed  by  this  or  that  influenca 
He  hoped  they  would  secure  th*  vote 
and  if  at  any  time  he  could  help  them 
he  trusted  that  they  would  let  him 
know. 

Rev.  Mr.  Owen  In  a  humoroua  addreas 
aald  that  if  the  British  Empire  could 
have  a  woman  aa  its  chief  ruler  aurely 
the  women  of  auch  an  Empire  ahould 
be  able  to  use  the  vote  intelligently. 
The  work  women  have  taken  up  dur- 
ing the  war  both  in  England  and  in 
Canada  has  proved  their  Interest  and 
qualification  to  vote.  He  b*lleved  the 
woman's  vote  would  protect  the  home 
and  that  in  matters  of  politics  her  vote 
with  that  of  the  man's  would  help  In 
building  up  and  making  a  cleaner  and 
truer  country. 

After  aome  reports  had  been  given 
and  discussed  the  meeting  adjourned 
for  one  week. 


PANTAGES  THEATRE 

Athena,  who  takea  the  i>art  of  Zullka, 
the  favorite  slave  in  the  great  dancing 
pantomime,  "Brides  of  the  Desert,"  at 
the  Pantages  Theatre  this  week,  is  a 
native  of  Egypt.  To  her  the  dance  is 
the  sublimest  expression  of  th*  emotion. 
Like  a  great  musician,  ahe  moves  to 
the  greatest  heights  in  her  interpreta- 
tions, inspired  by  the  music  to  which 
she  dances,  as  in  the  scene  Just  pre- 
vious to  the  tragedy  of  the  piece  where 
she  depicts  in  the  dance  the  gathering 
rage  of  Jealousy  which  reaches  a  cli- 
max with  her  determination  to  exact 
a  terrible  retribution.  Her  work  is  of 
the  Orient,  purely,  and  of  the  classics 
of  early  civilization. 

Athena  was  brought  first  to  America 
in  1911  for  the  great  New  York  Hippo- 
drome attraction,  "Around  the  World." 
In  this  production  she  was  the  only 
soloist.  She  then  worked  for  two  years 
In  the  big  houses  of  the  East  and  re- 
turned to  her  native  land.  When  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  mooted 
she  was  induced  to  return  to  this  con- 
tinent, and  a  theatre  was  built  especi- 
ally for  her  in  the  Streets  of  Cairo  in 
which  she  danced  the  full  term  of  the 
great  fair.  It  waa  here  that  she  waa 
discovered  by  an  agent  of  Mr.  Pantages 
and  induced  to  take  an  act  over  the 
circuit.  This  she  did  last  year,  it  be- 
ing a  solo  act. 

This  act  became  so  iwpular  that  It 
was  decided  to  elaborate  It  to  make  a 
sensational  dancing  headliner.  Its  re- 
ception has  Justified  the  undertaking.

The  Feotfaall  Leacue  at  Ite  maeUng 
decided  that  the  game  should  be  played 
next  season  on  tha  aame  linee  as  those 
of  laat  season,  with  the  oluba  grouped 
on  a  aimilar  geographical  Iwsis.  Cluba 
will  pay  one  per  oeat  of  net  receipts  to- 
wards the  general  expenaea  of  the 
leacue,  whilat  an  additional  five  per 
eeat.  will  go  to  charity. 

An  amendment  to  the  eSeet  that  tbe 
raoeipte  be  Impounded  reeeived  but  lit- 
tle support,  and  It  waa  decided  that  each 
club  ahould  retain  possession  of  ite  own 
receipts. 

Forty-one  clubs  having  intimated 
their  desire  for  playing,  Mr.  McKanna, 
who  prealdad,  waa  of  the  opinion  that 
with  regard  to  cluba  situate  at  long  dis- 
tances he  felt  they  should  not  be  in- 
cluded. It  must  be  a  caae  of  the  army 
first,  and  football  aecond.  and  there 
must  be  no  Inducementa  for  workera  to 
leave  their  work.  The  club  under  dis- 
cussion was  Bristol  City.

ETYMOLOGY  OF  GOLF 

IS  INTERESTING  STUDY 


Words  la  Oeauaoa  Vse  by  nayers  Are 

Mot   Alwaya   Clear  to   Z«yaea— 

Terau  Are  of  MTerse  Oil«ta 

The  etymology  of  golf  presents  many 
curioua  features,  full  of  pltfaila  for  the 
unwary.  For  example,  though  "llnka" 
la  plural,  one  may  correctly  uae  the 
word  with  single  or  pturai  attributes. 
"It  la  an  easy  links,"  Is  as  correct  as 
"they  are  eaay  llnka."  It  appeara  that 
"haxard"  is  a  golf  term  of  French  ex- 
traction, conveying  the  Idea  of  a  dlfll- 
eulty  of  any  description  on  the  courae. 
Thus  a  hazard  la  any  bunker,  water, 
sand,  path,  etc.,  but  many  golfera  of 
experience  Invariably  treat  the  word 
as  if  it  were  synonymous  with  "bun- 
ker." 

Golfers  may  be  neatd  describing  such 
and  such  a  course  aa  containing  bunkers 
in  the  shape  of  trees,  walla,  roada. 
ditches  and  ponds.  A  bunker  Is  a  hax- 
ard. but  a  haxard  is  not  necessarily  a 
bunker.     The   word    bunker  iteclf   la  of

quite  ancient  origin,  but  when  and  why 
It  came  to  be  used  for  a  sand  hole  or 
pit  is  difficult  to  determine.  It  Is 
thought  that  It  made  Ita  earlleat  ap- 
pearance In  the  literature  of  the  game 
in  the  St.  Andrew's  code  of  ItlS.  This 
would  seem  to  fix  its  golflng  birth  at 
about  the  beginning  of  the  last  cea- 
turr< 

"Niblick"  is  a  comparatively  recent 
addition  to  golflng  language.  The  word 
itaalf  la  old  enough  and  there  are  varl- 
oua  forms  of  it  in  Scottish  such  aa 
"knablick"  and  "knlblock,"  which  meaaa 
a  knob  or  round  block  of  wood  or  shsp- 
herd's  orook.  The  old  golfer,  however, 
had  no  niblicks,  and  when  in  difficulty 
they  used  sand  or  tracV  Irons  aihlch 
were  simple,  heavily  built  specimens  of 
ths  ordinary  iron.  The  niblick  aeems 
to  have  been  born  and  christened  abont 
40  yeara  ago. 

Quite  a  modem  club  is  the  masbie. 
Its  name  is  purely  fanciful,  though 
some  authorities  have  detected  in  It 
some  connection  with  the  Spanlah  "ma- 
ehette,"  a  knife  which  la  uaed  to  clear 
away  bushes,  a  thing  that  a  maahie 
wielder  sometimes  does. 

All  expsrisnced  golfers  know  what 
a  stymie  Is.  but  the  word  is  troublesome 
to  outelders.  In  England  they  tell  a 
story  of  a  n;an  who  waa  aake4  if  he 
played  golf,  and  who  replied:  "No,  I 
don't  play.  A  year  ago  I  was  given 
three  cluba — f  putter,  a  driver  and  a 
atymie.  I  broke  the  putter  and  driver, 
ao  I  gave  up  golf,  but  I  have  the  stymie 
still."

Tbe  1»H 
report  showed  a  loss  of  membership 
due  to  this  cause  of  »,«8«.  while  four- 
teen branches  or  units  were  wlpeo  out. 
The  present  report  shows  a  decrease 
of  no  units  and  a  membership  loss  of 
22,S30.  This  loss  reduced  tbe  actual 
roll  from  H6,163  to  U3,»4S.  While 
there  Is  no  doubt*  that  the,lndustrlal 
depression  preceding  tne  war,  which 
had  become  acute  during  the  flrat  half 
of  1»U  would  have  caused.  In  any 
event,  some  shrinkage  In  trades  union- 
ism for  that  year,  there  cannot  be  the 
least  doubt  that  the  war  accentuated 
the  condllon. 

Ooatetlratloa  <>  *•>• 

The  most  direct  answer  as  to  the  why 
and  wherefore  Is  Xo  see  just  what  tbe 
direct  contribution  of  ublonlsro  to  tbe 
war  was.  Departmental  statiatlcs  show 
that  this  enlistment  was  12,000  recruits. 
In  addition  to  6ffO  British  reservists. 
a  tot^t  wblob  represents  little  more 
that  half  the  membership  for 
tbe  year.  WbUe,  therefore,  trades 
unionism  has  roada  a  substantial  con- 
tribution to  tbe  CanadUn  BghtlnK 
foroaa  It  Is  obvious  that  other  causes 
must  be  ioufbt  to  explain  the  lessened 
mem1>ersblp.

PerbAps  the  next  ImporUnt  subtrac- 
tor  baa  been  the  diversion  of  workmen 
to  the  production  of  munitions  In  Great 
BrlUIn,  and  a  not  Inconsiderable  num- 
ber to  Russia  for  railway  construction. 
Since,  however,  a  very  large  proportion 
of  men  working  on  munitions  and  re- 
cruited have  been  kept  in  good  stand- 
ing by  their  unions.

Another  measure  that 
will  ba  of  especial  Interest,  and  one 
which  will  have  a  greater  effect  upon 
the  Columbia  valley  than  all  other  leg- 
islation, is  the  bin  according  aid  to 
prospectors  and  miners.  No  province  In 
the  Dominion  or  state  in  the  United 
States  haa  a  measure  of -aid  In  any 
manner  approaching  this  In  point  of 
scope  and  almple  effectiveness.  Through 
this  measure  every  prospector  who 
owns  a  elalm  worthy  of  development 
may  proceed  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Government  engineer  (a  service  for 
which  a  private  mining  engineer  would 
charge  a  thousand  dollars)  and  have 
tralla  constructed  to  bis  property;  ob- 
tain free  assays  and  have  his  prospect 
receive  the  stamp  of  Government  ap- 
proval.— Golden  Star.

After  remarking  that  none  of  tha  '< 
belllgerenta  bad  entered  the  preaent 
war  fully  armed  and  trained,  tbe  writer 
deacribes  the  vartdua  weapona  which 
have  been  Improved  during  tba  war. 
auch  aa  liquid  fire  tbrowera,  gaa  at- 
tacks and   submarines.     He  continues: 

In  this  respect  the  present  VYench 
and  British  offensive  Is  the  laat  word. 
Tbe  aim  of  any  offenaiva  In  modern 
warfare  la  tbe  deatructlon  of  the  enemy. 
This  Is  the  object  of  tba  present  of- 
fensive, the  Idea  being  to  encloae  ua  in 
a  uctlcal  ring  by  a  aimultaneoua 
bombardment  with  long-range  guna 
from  the  front  and  the  rear.  Accord- 
ingly the  greedy  beaat  began  eating  at 
the  back  lines  of  the  Oerman  front. 
First  of  all.  our  third  and  second 
trenches  were  Incessantly  bombarded, 
mostly  by  heavy  artillery,  of  which 
the  enemy  had  concentrated  unpre- 
cedented masses  In  the  sector  of  at- 
tack. It  was  dug-outs  which  bad  to  ba 
battered  down,  ao  that  at  tha  moment 
of  assault  all  the  defendera,  except  a 
few  aurvlvora.  and  all  tha  machine 
guns  should  be  burled.  Our  second 
and  third  trenchea  were  firat  bombarded 
In  order  to  prevent  our  bringing  up 
reaervea.  For  the  same  reason  all  tha 
communication  trenches  leading  from 
tbe  rear  to  tbe  front  position  ware  kept 
under  Inceasant  fire.  On  tba  Somme 
everyone  of  our  columna  bad  a  good, 
communication  trench  which  led  from 
tbe  headquartera  of  the  battalion  to  tha 
front    ti  eni:h. 

But ^tha  -attack. agalnfit   our tani 

from  the  rear  extended  still  further. 
All  the  main  and  side  roads  %nd  all  tha 
cross  roads  were  kept  under  fire  so 
that  aproachlng  trodpa.  munltlona.  aup- 
pllea  and  provisions  had  to  pasa  ~ 
through  several  lines  of  Are.  Bombard- 
ing vlllagea  and  places  behind  tha 
front  where  th«  various  raaervea  are 
aupposed  to  be  quartered  is  an  old 
trick  of  tbe  Britlab  and  French,  but 
this  time  the  principle  waa  carried  out 
more  consistently  and  reoklaaaly  than 
ever.  All  places  up  to  a  dlatanca  of 
ten  mllea  behind  the  front  we^e  brought 
under  incessant  heavy  artillery  bom. 
bardment,  which  often  atarted  actual 
Area,  thanks  to  the  incendiary  ahalla 
uaed  by  the  enemy. 

AlUad  Alavaa'a  AaUwUw 

The  writer  declares  that  tbe  Oer> 
mana  bad  auffictent  time  to  build  good 
dug-outa  even  In  tboae  placea  far  be- 
hind the  front.  He  deacribes  tha 
destruction  done  in  inhabited  placea 
and  in  the  fields  and  also  the  activity 
of  the  Allied  airmen.     He  says: 

The  plan  of  destruction  of  tha  Oer« 
man  front  necessitated  gaining  aacend- 
ancy  in  the  air.  Large  numbers  of 
British  and  French  airmen  were  masaed 
in  tbe  fighting  sector.  Rvery  day 
awarms  of  them  directed  the  range- 
finding  of  tbe  artillery.  When  tbe  In- 
cessant fire  began  not  a  aecond  paaaed 
but  dozena  of  enemy  aeroplanaa  flew 
over  our  trenchea.  Great  aquadrons 
were  sent  beyond  tbe  Oerman  llnaa  to 
reconnoitre  the  approach  and  quarter- 
ing of  our  troopa  and  from  tlma  to 
time  to  drop  bombs. 

Treaohaa  Biattarad  Bowb 

The  battering  down  of  our  advanced 
trenches  was  almoat  exclualvely  left  to 
tbe  heavy  artillery  and  trench  moriara, 
especially  tba  latter,  Tbe  French  have 
made  great  Improvementa  in  this 
weapon  lately.  For  the  deatructlon  of 
our  t/enches  they  exclusively  employed 
those  of  the  heaviest  calibre  and  they 
now  throw  their  mines  with  greater 
accuracy  and  over  longer  rangaa  than 
formerly.  Opposite  my  company  not 
fewer  than  six  mortara  ware  placed. 
They  were  worked  uninterruptedly, 
throwing  hundreda  of  aerial  torpedoea 
on  our  position,  from  the  first  to  the 
third  trenches.  They  tore  up  our  wire 
obstacles  fr^m  tha  ground,  polea  and 
all,  and  threw  them  all  over  the  placea, 
cruahlng  the  dug-oats.  If  they  fell  on 
them,  and  danwging  the  trenches.  In  a 
very  short  time  great  portions  of  our 
trenches  bad  been  flattaned  out,  partly 
burying  their  occupants.  Thia  fira 
laated  for  aeven  daya,  and  flaally  there 
came  k  gaa  attack,  also  of  aa  Itom 
proved  kind. 

Although  the  offenalTa  waa  mad*  by 
great  massea  of  Infantry  and  had  beaa 
prepared  with  all  the  lateat  improve* 
ments  of  the  selenea  of  war,  tha  at- 
tempt to  break  oar  lino  completely 
failed.  Our  front  la  no  longer  in  any 
danger.  Though  tha  attacka  atUl  con* 
tinue  we  ara  prepared  to  aiset  them. 
Even  today,  whoa  war  ta  so  largely  a 
matter  of  mechanical  eontrtvancaa.  tbe 
old  truth  still  holds  good  that  In  tha 
long  run  It  la  alwaya  tha  man  who  ar* 
the   deciding   factor. 

The  deepeat  Impression  left  on'  in4 
waa  net  a  foaling  of  horror  and  terror 
In  face  of  theaa  gigantic  foreaa  of 
dfstmctlon.  bat  an  uneeaaing  admira* 
tlon  of  my  own  man.  Toung  reorulta 
who  had  Juat  coma  Into  tha  field  from 
home,  fresh  twenty-year-old  boys,  ba- 
havsd  In  thia  cataatropbo  ploughing 
and  thundering  as  if  they  had  spent  sll 
their  life  in  such  surroundings,  and  it 
Is  partly  thanha  to  tbatn  that  tha  oldor 
married  nsaa  aloo  otoMI  tha  taaC  oa 
well.

GREAT  GERMAN  HEADQUARTERS, 
Aug.  I,  via  London,  Aug.  I. — Dr.  Max 
Oaborne,  of  The  Vosalaotae  Zeltung,^ 
writea: 

"Tho  heavy.  embittered  fighting 
north  of.  the  Somme  has  hardly  lost  Its 
Intensity  in  the  first  August  daya  This 
renewed  general  storm  of  the  Anglo- 
French  masses  seems  to  outdo  tha 
earlier  attecks  in  ferocity  and  stubbom- 
neea  Between  Thiepval  and  Clary. 
principally  on  the  BHtish  front,  but  alao 
allghtly  beyond  the  Junction  point  of  the 
British  and  French  armies,  the  flra 
rages  on,  ever  fresh. 

"Only  with  such  troops,  on  which  one 
can  abaoiutely  rely  as  on  ours,  is  it 
possible  to  hold  against  tha  terrtOo 
force  of  these  attacks.'  ^Id  the  com- 
mander Of  a  part  of  the  German  Somn|e 
army.  His  chief  of  staff,  who  explained 
to  us  the  situation  In  deteii,  and  the 
measures  token  in  order  to  call  a  halt 
to  a  further  advance  of  tha  adversary, 
concluded: 

-•Whatevoc  the  enemy  may  atlil  at- 
tempt, we  are  ad  omnes  eventos  paratl.' 

"Thia  confidence  is  further  supported 
by  the  actual  situation  which  has  de- 
veloped on  the  far-flung  battlefield.  By 
choosing  the  point  of  atUck  where  the 
Allied  armies  Join  they  have  brought 
themselvea  before  a  hindrance  in  the 
way  of  a  successful  break  through  the 
German  front,  and  which  hems  them  in 
extremely,  namely,  the  awampy  low 
ground.

"Furthermore,  on  the  night  of  Au- 
gust 8-9  other  French  aeroplanes  threw 
down  40  shells  on  the  railroad  stations 
at  Audun-le-Romaln,  Longuyon  and 
Montmedy,  and  88  shells  on  the  railroad 
line  at  Terguier  and  the  station  at 
La  Fere."

8t.'>te8  Board  of  Mediation  and  Concili- 
ation, which  was  called  in  t>>day,  falls 
to  adjust  the  differences  between  '.he 
400,000  employees,  President  WlUon 
win  be  asked  to  us**  his  personal  In- 
ttuence  to  avert  a^.sirlke.  This  state- 
ment was  made  today  by  a  representa- 
tive of  the  railroad  managers,  who  have 
been  dealing  with  the  men  since  .lune 
1  for  ft  peaceful  iscttlement  The  ap- 
peal to  the  President  will  be  the  last 
resort,  and  would  he  taken  only  to  save 
the  nation  from  tha  trade  paralysis 
which  would  come  ot  a  strlka  of  the 
magnitude  planned  by  the  railroad 
n.en. 

Late  tonight  efforts  of  the  FoGeral 
mediators  to  bring  the  couteniHnu  fac- 
tions together  were  well  under  way.

LONDON,  Aug.  I.— Preaalng  the  ad- 
vantage won  by  the  defeat  of  the  Turks 
who  attacked  the  British  forces  east  of 
the  Sues  Canal,  the  BrItUb  troops  have 
driven  back  the  Turks  to  a  line  15  milea 
eas  of  Katla.  The  following  official 
statement  with  regard  to  these  opera- 
tions   waa   Issued   here   today: 

"Telegraphing  at  8:4S  o'clock  last 
evening,  the  commander-in-chief  In 
Kgypt  reported  that  our  pursuit  of  tha 
enemy  In  the  Katia  district  contlnuea. 
North  and  west  the  Turkish  rearguard 
has  been  pressed  back,  while  south  the 
Imperial  Camel  Corps,  by  a  dashing  at- 
tack, drove  the  Turks  from  their  en- 
trenchments. We  captured  more  prison- 
ers, and  the  enemy  rearguard  now  hr^ 
retired  to  a  about  a  line  running  north 
and  south  through  Blr-«1-Abd.  16 
miles  east  of  Katia." 

■aCarod  Ttvm  Thixat 

The  Turkish  army  which  was  routed 
by  the  British  at  Ruman,  east  of  tha 
Suez  canal,  suffered  terrible  hardships 
In  its  march  across  the  desert,  accord- 
ing to  a  Reuter  dispatch  from  Cairo 
which  quotes  stories  told  by  Turkish 
prisoners.  The  dispatch  says  that 
batchea  of  prisoners  continue  to  arrive 
in  Cairo. 

Lack  of  water  was  one  of  the  princi- 
pal causes  of  the  suffering  of  the  Turk- 
ish troops.  In  some  cases  they  suffered 
so  frightfully  from  thirst  that  they 
killed  tlielr  camels  and  drank  the  blood. 

The  prisoners  say  the  Turkish  losses 
were  exceedingly  heavy,  as  tttey  at- 
tacked in  mass  formation  In  Igiioranoe 
of  the  strong  defences  of  the  British. 
The  devastating  machine  gun  fire  with 
which  the  assault  was  met  was  the  first 
indication  the  privates  had  of  the^aslr 
that  confronted  them.  According  to 
one  of  the  troopers,  a  Turkish  detach- 
ment which  surrendered  first  killed  Its 
German  officers. 

Being  on  a  line  running  through  Bir- 
el-Abd,  the  Turks  have  been  hurled 
back  until  they  are  now  41  miles  east 
of  the  Sues  canal.  When  they  got  to 
Ruman  and  were  lured  by  the  British 
Into  attacking,  they  were  only  some  23 
miles  away  from   the  canal. 

Blr-el-Abd  is  on  the  line  of  the  tele- 
graph and  caravan  routes  which  run 
near  the  shore  of  the  Mediterranean 
from  Palestine  through  El  Arlsh,  Katia 
and  Kantara  to  the  8uez  canal.

CHICAGO,  Aug.  9. — Morris  Davis,  of 
Victoria.  B.  C,  la  dead,  and  his  wife 
is  dylntf  here  as  the  result  of  poison 
taken  In  a  local  hotel.  The  police  be- 
lieve a  suicide  pact  existed,  while  the 
woman  declared  the  poison  was  taken 
in  mistake. 

The  couple  were  in  Chicago  on  a 
business  mission,  believed  to  be  In  coik> 
nectlon  with  an  explosive  which  Davis 
had  Invented,  the  American  rights  of 
which  he  was  trying  to  dispose  of. 

Mrs.  'Davis  had  recovered  sufficiently 
tonight  to  make  a  connected  statement 
of  the  poisoning.  She  said  that  Mr. 
Davis,  who  was  the  Inventor  of  a  high 
explosive  shell  which  he  had  come  to 
Chicago  to  sell,  always  carried  a  poison 
used  in  hia  assaying  tests  of  metals 
and  a  quantity  of  salts.  Tuesday  night 
both  of  them  felt  slightly  ill,  she  Said, 
and  she  presumed  Mr.  Davis  had  ad- 
ministered the  poison  to  her  and  taken 
It  himself,  procuring  It  Instead  of  the 
salts  by   mistake. 


The  late  Mr.  Davis  left  here  with 
his  wife  recently  for  Chicago.  For  the 
past  seven  or  eight  years  he  had  been 
a  resident  of  Victoria,  and  had  been 
interested  in  mining,  having  been  occu- 
pied as  a  mining  broker  and  also  Inter- 
ested in  a  number  of  properties.  His 
office  of  late  has  been  in  Belmont 
House.  He  ^as  married  '  about  four 
years  ago,  and  had  been  residing  at 
St.  Lulle  Street.  Oak  Bay.  Prior  to 
his  arrival  In  Victoria  he  had  engaged 
In  mining  In  Montana,  and  at  one  time 
had  been  a  newspaper  man  on  a  num- 
ber of  American  dallies  in  the  East.
